Santiago de Cuba, April 26, 1901. 

Sib : I have the honor to submit herewith the following report for 
the week ended April 20, 1901 : 

Santiago. — There was a total of 11 deaths reported during this period, 
5 of which occurred in infants less than 1 year of age, and a decrease 
of 16 from that of the previous week. The principal causes of deaths 
were: Diphtheria, 1; tubercle of lungs, 2; tetanus, infantile, 1; 
pneumonia, 1 ; diarrhea and enteritis, 3 ; other causes, 3. Total, 11. 
Annual rate of mortality, 13.3 per 1,000. 

Two vessels were disinfected during this week, the German steamship 
ScMeswig prior to sailing for Mobile, Ala., via Port Antonio, Jamaica, 
and the provisional flag steamship Julia prior to sailing for Porto Bico.
